On Weilnesday a jury- 
man very properly brought under tho no- 
tice of tha Court tho fact that tho very in- 
oonvoniont and inadequate room into 
irhioh juries are thrust for tho purpose of 
considering their verdict is destitute of 
those adjuncts essontial to tho common 
wants of humanity; BO: much iBO, in faot, 
that jurymen are trea^d more like orimi- 

. nals thah judges,— not by apiy meaps that 

, Bttoh treatment of (iriminals'obnld be jus- 
tified. It is not long since the relic of 

V^i^^tvaHsm by which juries voro star-ved 
into agreement disappeared from our sys- 
tem of jurisprudence; but here even a 
more effective impellent wonld Boom to 

' be applied. Let a stranger tuko a look 
through the comfortable and well-ap- 
pointod suite of rooms, pft)vided for the 
Judges and then lookuit that provided for 
tho petit juries, and he will be in danger 
of mistaking tho latter for a place of pun- 
ishment. Again, compare tho spacious 
and elegantly furnished rooms with which 
members of the Provincial Government 
have provided themselves, with the cell 
into n^hich jurymen are thrust to oonsider 

tithe|rryerdiol„and,npo|i tho consideration 
of whioh often hinges the most serious 
consequcncoB, oven tho issues of life and 
death. From all tliis it may bo inferred 
that the importance of tho petit juryman's 
functions is not properly recognised. It 
is, onr duty to urge upon the Court as well

SALVAGE 



On Wednesday evening Councillor Mor- 
ton very properly drew attention to the 
insoonrity to life and limb ocengionod by 
the absence of proper precautions in res- 
pect of ships lying at our wharves, ad- 
verting to the recent case of loss of life 
from that oanso. There appears to exist 
aome difference of opinion as to whether 
'' the power and responsibility of regulating 
this matter rests with tho city government 
or with the general government. If there 
is really any donbt r upon' ;tbis point, no 
time should be lost in setting it nt rest. 
Now that attention has been called to tho 
subject, wo will state that tho evil is of a 
much more general and serious nature 
than moat persons are aware of, — so mucli 
so, indeed, as to render it dangerous for 
thoBe having occasion to resort to our 
.wharves after nightfall;;" Kpt'only arc 
there no lights, but the wharves them- 
selves are in some instances far from ite- 
cure; so that passengers landing during 
the night, unless provided with lamps, 
inoor some liek and no little incouven- 
ieneein groping their way to terra fumt. 
Ul respect to tho moans of passage bo- 
tl^een the wharf and the shipping, it may 
be stated, generally, that in no port with- 
in the British Dominion have we seen 
such car»lesanes8 exhibited. Upon wliich- 
BVer government tho duty may devolve, 
.there need bo no hesitation whatever in 
•a^ihg^'that u complete reformation in 
this respect is essential to the good name 
of oar port and safety of those resorting 
to it.

. Iiandseer's -Funeral- 

'i , LotiDOM, Oct. 14. — In Fleet street, this 
morning, there were unaccustomed 
groups of people standing on the pave- 
menta; and hero and there along tho 
Btraud and Fleet street flugs at half-mast 
are floating in the air. The funeral cor- 
tage of Sir E'lwin Landseor was about to 
pass by on its way to the Cathedral, and 
the people were waiting to see it. Pro- 
bably not one in a thousand among these 
people had ever seen Sir Edwin Landseor; 
but nearly all of them— all of thorn, I 
think — had soon his works, and had ox- 
perisuced pleasure through them. >So 
there was something of n tie between the 
dead man who was about to be carried in 
his cofBn and these simple atld unosten- 
tatious mourners. 

Presently tho head of the funeral pro- 
cession came through Temple Bar. It Imd 
passed from the West End, down Fall 
Mall, through Trafalgar Hijuare, by llio 
Nelson niouumont, at whose base crouch 
tho four gigantic lions, the work of this 
dead man's skilful hands. At the head 
of the line rode a squad of mounted 
policemen; then cauio twelve mourning 
coaches, each drawn by two coal-black 
horses covered with black velvet palls; 
then came tho hearso, covered witli 
plunes, its pall bearing tho monogram 
"E. L," and drawn by four horses; then 
three more. mourning-coaches, some with 
coronets and royal arms npon their panels, 
and others not thus adorned. Along the 
line walked tho iutivitable mutes, with 
their black wands and their grotesque 
Boar/s .»ud bands — and that was all. It 
was not an imposing spectacle; you may 
see a farfiuor funeral along Thirty-fourth 
'atreat any day in the week. However, it 
does not matter. Landseer's fame will 
not suffer beoauBO his funeral was a shabby 
one.

Tako tho latest 
"esclusivo" in which ;Messr.i.-do\vu, Nor- 
ris, Hutclierton, MoDonoll, etc., wore 
anuounoed us having l)uen apixjiiitod to 
important posts, iiml oouipare it with tlio 
one published yostorday, that "tho Gov- 
ernment had dooidpd not to couhrni any 
of the appointmahts inacle since the 13th 
of August."

Inlet routo has been ndoptod," etc., ete. 
Was ono of theso aiinonucemfiits found- 
ed in fact, or voritiod by subseinient 
events ? Not one. Tako another telegram 
published in the Standard of the 24:th ult: 
"Tho Qovernmont wiU bo sustained by a 
small majority," and compare it with tho 
aunonncemeut of the do veriuiietil's defeat 
in tho samo paper a few days subsequent- 
ly. Wo have selected a few oxtraortiinary 
evidences of "newspaper enterprise" at 
random from u uulumu uf rubl>ish of the 
aamo sort. We might go on to any ex- 
tent; but tbeso'will suffice to show that 
either our contenipor.iry has a vory ianrc- 
liable political prophet hanging aliont tho 
free luiioh-tablo.s at Ottawa in the person 
of Mr. DeCosiuos, the .■^xjort and butt of 
both parties, or tiiat they are manufac- 
tured by the yard in tho St iiulard office. 
In either casethoy have been proved, over 
and over again, to ho flagitiously untrue 
Aud entirely nnwortliyoi credence. 

N"aiiaimo- 

The absoneo of adeiinato moans for on- 
foroing hv.v continues to be the subject of 
complaint; Bad Indians get all tho liquor 
thoy want and good onea complain bitter- 
ly about tun demoralizing infiucnce among 
their people. They cannot understand 
•wliy the white inan'slaw should bo "siuk," 
as they term it. To tho white popula- 
tion this condition of alFuirs is e.\tronie- 
ly unsatisfactory. Indeed, tlie more timid 
hesitate about* venturing abroad after 
nightfall, for fear of c&aiing in contact 
with inebriated savages. Tlie comments 
elicited Ijy this .state of matters are any- 
thing but complimentary to tho "cheap 
aud uaatv" adaiiui.stratiou. 

The nunivorsary tea-meeting in the 
Wesloyan Cliuroh -was largely attended 
and was rendered very intoresting. Tho 
pastor, with justifiablo pride, announced 
tho Cluiroh free Iromdebt, notwithstand- 
ing the largo expenditures incurred in 
enlarging and improvensonts during tho 
past two years. The liuaucial result of 
the ro-union was SI 20.

order to afford an oi)porlunily of Laving 
his artificial liands perfected before coin- 
ing to the I'acific. Mr. Lowe's arrival 
licre neeil not, tlioreforo, bo expected bo- 
for<! next year.

Unsoaworthy Ships- 

The ' 'Times" lia,s published a con" 
donsed (ifcounfc of n "2)ieliiniiuir^ ro- 
port" which has boon issued by tlio 
Hoyal Coinmirtsion ajipointctl at tho 
iuHtauco of air. Pliai8oUt"fcb'ln(iuiro 
iufco tho alleged unseaworthiness of 
British ships. " The HubHtnnce of the 
report is contained in its concluding 
paragraphs, iu ivhich tho ConmiiHsion- 
ors rocapiliilale tho hcIiouig.s suggested 
for a comjitilsory survey and clussitiua- 
tiou of merohaut shipping under 
Lloyd's or Govoiiiiuont,. anil counter 
ovideiifo "throwing doubt upon all 
such iiroposfiln," aui.1 tonding to sliow 
tluit "Goveriiinent intorfercMico would 
only iua];e inutter.i -wor.so," and end 
their preliuiiiiaiy report as follows; — 
"Amid tlie.so conllicting opinions it is^ 
imposKiblo, in the ])r(?.soiit state of our 
knowloilgo, to offor with an.y confidGnce 
any rocoininondatioii on tluH Hiilijcct. 
We have referred to it hero iu tho hope 
of direotinsr public attention to a (]_uea- 
tion which has often been treated as if 
it woro of oUHy aohition; it involves, 
however, a great priiiei]-)le of public 
politij', wliicli should not ho adopted or 
rejected witliouL . coiiiprtdicnHive and 
searching exauiinatioii." Tho Coin- 
luissionors draw attention to the mater- 
ial change in the law which has occur- 
red since their appointin cut, and -which 
gives tho Board <if Trado full power.s 
to detain iinsea\vi)i-t hy ships. Jiefore 
recoiunieiiding fiuthor legislation, thoj' 
think it would be NvoU to obaeivo the 
e lioct of the new enactment. The wit- 
iifissbs suggested to the Commission by 
Mr. Pliiiisoll, the report obsorvfiH, "did 
not nuicb as.sist tnir invostigalion, and 
we lost valuabli? lima in trying to elicit 
facts from tho casiml oliHervalions and 
unrecorded recollections relating to 
former event.s. Wo obtained, how- 
ever, more trustworthj- evidence from 
other sources, and although ninong so 
many witnossos tlifio was, as might bo 
expected, much dilTurGuco of opinion, 
yet it was sufficiently proved that ships 
were not unfreqiiently sent to RSa in an 
unsoaworthy condition." In another 
portion (jf Liie report tho CJomniission- 
ers observe: — ■'Ho (Mr. riiiasoU) has 
tho merit of liaving called attention to 
tiie loss of life wliich occurs in the mer- 
cantilo raiirine from the culpable ne- 
glect of Hhipowners, as well as from 
other preventable causes. Some al- 
lowance may, therefore, be made for 
misstatements and exaggerations vdiich 
wo aro obliged occasionally to notice." 

The Commibsioiiers state that, in 
their oj^inion, "thero is no ground for 
the imputation made by Mr. PlimsoU, 
tlint the Board of Trade desired to 
screen the ship owners."

Sin: — In various numbers of your 
journal I have seen mentioned a work, 
entitled "The Vampire," witli tho ad- 
dition of my iiamo as that of the author.

Neither of 
these perforniaaces are mine, and I 
presume that it is neither unjust nor 
ungracious to request thatyou Avill fa- 
vor mo by contradicting the advertise- 
ment to which I allude. If the book 
is clever, it would be base to deprive 
tho real writer — whot»vor he may be — 
of his honours; and if stupid, I desire 
the respousibility of iioljody's dullness 
but my own.
